—it is not only unjust, it leads to 
financial disaster. The higher the 
millage rale the greater the pres- 
sure to force assessments clown. 


The fact that the assessing level 


in Arkansas and our own county 
is not over 13 per 'cent writes a 
summary indictment against taxa- 
tion policies in the past.

proposed to postpone properly tax 
action by increasing the state sales 
tax from 2 to 3 per cent. 


The Star helped beat the sales 


tax increase—at the same time 
guaranteeing we would push the 
property assessment reform to con- 
clusion in our own county and town 
so that the public schools would be 
assured of

Cool Air Gives 
Texas Some Relief 
From Intense Heat

Cool air from Canada swept into 


Texas today, bringing relief to por 
tions of the sun-baked state. 


Showers and cloudy skies h;jci 


brought temporary relief from the 
heat over the week-end, but the 
cool air pushing southward gave 
more definite promise. 


Meanwhile a hurricane already 


six days old swirled in the Gulf ol 
Mexico and was expected to brinj 
squalls and heavy seas to the lowei 
Texas coast. 


Oregon and Washington, without 


appreciable rain for three months, 
and California had to contend with 
more than 75 fires in timber and 
brushlands. 


Elsewhere in the nation, showers 


and 
thunderstorms 
moved 
east- 


ward from the upper Mississippi 
valley and western Great Lakes 
region into the eastern Great Lakes 
region and the Ohio Valley last 
night.
